THE DECISION OF THE SUPREME 
CourRT IN REGARD To THE DxUMMER’S 
IaCENSE Tax.—The following decision 


of the Supreme Court of North Caroli- 
oa was rendered a few days since : 
Sinclair et al., vs. State of North Car- 
olina. 
We have no hesitation, following the 
authority of Ward vs. Maryland, 12 
Wallace, 418,in declaring the provisions 
of the Act, 1868-9 Chapter 103 under, 
which the tax was collected unconstitu- 
tional. 
‘The oplnion of the Court in this case 
referred to is cleur and explicit. We will 
not repeat the reasons upon which it is 
founded, deeming it sufficient to say 
that the act in question impvusesa tux 
which discriminates against traders who 
are non residents, and in doing so vio- 
lates the Constitution of the United 
States, which -ordains, Article 4, Sec- 
tion 2, “the citizens of euch State 


shall be entitled to all the privileges 
and immunities of citizens in the several 
States.”

THE CROPS IN THE EASTERN Covn- 
TIES.— We have spent the last few days 
in the counties along the line of the 
Wilmington & Weldon Road, between 
Goldsboro and Weldon, in some of the 


Roanoke ceuacties and on the line of the 
Raleigh & Gaston Road, and we were 
pleased to find the crops generally ina 
good condition, considering the disad- 
vantages the farmers have had to labor 
under during the Spring. In Halifax 
county the cotton crop is generaily out 
of grass and looks well. With no des- 
tiuctive seasons in the future, the crop 
will be a good average. The corn crop 
is looking weil, though in some sections 
vf the county the average area 
has not been planted. Both the 
cotton and corn erops in Northampton 
county are in good condition, the cots 
ton being fully up to the average ap- 
pearance at this season, while the area 
of corn planted is larger than for the 
last few years. The Roanoke low 
grounds, submerged by the late severe 
freshet, give much better promise than 
it was thought could follow the over- 
flow, the freshet fortunately being early 
in the season. Although we heard 
complaints from some farmers, we must 
conclude from all the information we 
could gather that the prospect throughs * 
out that section is most hopeful.

THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF 
THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 

We sincerely trust that Mr. Justice 
Reade’s opinion, which we published in 
full yesterday, in the case of Garrett vs. 
Cheshire, from Chowan, will be upheld 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. That decision holds that the 
Supreme Court of the United States have 
not decided against the constitution- 
ality of the North Carolina Homestead, 
and will not do so, should it be tested 
before that tribunal. 

We respect the decisions of our 
highest State Court. We would be glad 
ifin the case of the Homestead, at least, 
there could be no review of its determi- 
nadon. Then would we rest in security, 
and coula congratulate the Homestead 
man that he had “a home for his wife 
and children, a home to adorn and to 
love—Ais home, his cast/e—from turret 
to foundation stone.” 

We are as anxious as any one to pre- 


serve and protect the Homestead law of 
North Carolina, and if it were in our 
power to do so, we would make it fors 
ever safe beyond the reach of creditors. 

But the highest judicial officer in the 
State, Chief Justice Pearson, says that 
the re-troactive features of the law are 
in violation of the Constitution of the 


United States.

SPECIAL TAX BONDS—REV-

C. SUPREME COURT. 


A New York dispatch informs us that 
a meeting of the North Carolina special 
tax bond-holders was held in that city 
on the 18th inst., to listen to the opin- 
ion of Hon. Reverdy Johnson, of Mary 
land, in regard to the constitutionality 
of the special tax bonds of this State. 
His opinion was that the bonds are 
binding upon the State, and that the 
holders can enforce the collection of 
interest through the United States 
Courts.

RICHLAND, STAFFORD Co., VA., 
* June 16th, 1873. 


“ To the Editor of the Daily Chronicle, 
Washington, D. U.: 

“ Srr,—My attention has been cailed 
to an article in your issue of the 14th 
instant upon the “ Arlington Estate.” 
While the statements contained therein 
are generaliy inaccurate, itis not my 
purpose hereto question any right or 
title under the shadow of whic the 
Government still retains possession of 
Arlingtcn, but simply to pronounce 
untrue the assertion that Mrs, General 
Lee has ‘an agent employed in Wash- 
ington courting the local press 
and correspondents of outside journals,’ 
or that she employs ‘intluential gentle- 
men to Manipulate the newspapers.’ 
Apy articie that may have appeared in 
any paper in behalf of her claim to her 
Arlington property las been entirely 
without her knowledge or consent.
